A COMMISSION DEMANDED. 
At the meeting of the Sewer Com- 


| mittee of the City Council yesterday 


afternoon, a number of prominent citi- 
zens were present, several of whom 
addressed the committee. One person 


attacked what he was pleased to term 
oo | the anti-sewer faction,” meaning, we 


presume, those citizens who do not ap- 
prove of the Ballona plan. He ob- 
jected to citizens’ committees, as only 
representing their own antipathies.“ 
Dr. Sinsabaugh made a very forcible 
and pertinent reply to these observa- 
tions, in which he showed that on the 
30th of last month the voters not only 
expressed their disapproval of the 
Ballona outfall route, but, in a meas- 
ure, of the course of the Council in re- 
lation to the sewer question. It is, 
therefore, certainly not much to ask 
that the Council should consider, with 
some respect and attention, the wishes 
of the citizens, by virtue of whose 
votes thev hold office. 

At its meeting yesterday the Sewer 
Committee finally decided to recom- 
mend to the Council that the City 
Clerk be instructed to advertise for 
bids to tuke the sewage of the city for 
50 years, at three designated locations 
on the southern city limits. Thisisa 
good idea, if for the purpose of obtain- 
ing information, but it would certainly 
be a mistake for the Council to act so 
precipitately as to accept any of the 
bids that may be made without first 
having the question thoroughly dis- 
cussed in all its bearings. | 

It is difficult to understand why 
there should be any objection to the 
appointment of a commissien to pre- 
pare plans for a sewer system, in con- 
junction with the Council. Of course, 
those who have some pet plan which 
they desire tosee put through at any 
cost will object to anything which 
might throw obstacles in the way 
of such plan, but why any Citizen 
who has the welfare of the city at heart 
should stand in the way is somewhat 
ofa mystery. Such a method certainly 
cannot do any harm, and it is almost 
equally certain to accomplish much 
good. As to the talk about delay, 
there is danger of a serious delay of 
many months through the defeat of 
another ill-advised and unpopular 
scheme, that would far more than 
counterbalance the few weeks’ time 
necessary to prepare a proper plan. 
The Council should assume a judicial 
attitude upon this question, giviug its 
judgment after the full case has been 
presented to it. It would be the height 
of folly to again go off half-cocked, 
with a plan which would be defeated 
at the polls. All who really want to 
see a satisfactory sewer system con- 
structed should unite in urging the 
plan of a commission, before which the 
entire question can be fully ventilated.

Death of a Noted Frenchman—Hie 
Remarkable Career. 

. New Yorks, Sept. 6.—] By the Associated 
Press.] Prot. Charles Marie Villa died 
yesterday at his home, 999 Sixth avenue, 
His death was pot altogether unexpected, 
and was due toacomplication of diseases, 
chief of which was acute bronehitis. While 
comparatively unknown to the general pub- 
lic, Prof. Villa exercised a wide influence 
in circles of the French colony. He was 
driven from France after the Napoleonic 
coup d’état of 1851. He was born in Paris 
68 years ago. He quitted the Ecole Poly- 
technique in his 17th year, and at once 
plunged into work asa writer on the Part- 
sian press. For 10 years Villa acquired a 
reputation as Figaro’s dramatic critic.

ARMY. 


Report of an Officer Who Rose from 

the Ran hanges in Dis- 
cipline Proposed to Rem- 

edy the Evil.

WasHINGTON, Sept. 6.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The subject of desertion from 
the army will be treated at length in the 
forthcoming report of the Secretary of War. 
It is one that has had Secretary Proctor’s 
earnest consideration from the beginning, as 
as well as that of the Adjutant-General's 
staff. Various changes in camp and bar- 
rack life with a view to increasing the sol- 
diers’ comfort and interest in his command 
have been instituted, notably the consoli- 
dated mess and canteen systems, These 
have worked well whenever tried and the 
result has been that the percentage of de- 


physical comfort and needs of enlisted sol- 
diers, or unreasonable demand upou and 
unfair or harsh treatment of him, have 
been removed so far as it is in the power of 
the military authorities to do so, and cases 
are rare where failure of the Guvernment to 
make good its obligations can be truthfully 
alleged as affording even a semblance of 
justification for desertion.” 

Among other things, Maj. Schwan’s bill 
provides safeguards against readmission to 
the service of “repeaters” or fessional 
* Another provision of the bill is 
that one-third of the soldiers’ pay for the 
first year shall be retained until discharge 
and forfeited if he does not serve out his 
term. It also provides for the adoption 
the British custom of ees enlisted 
men to purchase their discharges. 

Acting Adjt.-Gen. McKeever and other 
officers of the staff have, at Secretary Proc- 
tor's request, submitted memoranda on the 
subject of desertiens.

especially by first sergeants, and, above 
all, the too-often unnecessary ints im- 
posed on the soldier. He also believes that 
the largest number of desertions are Amer- 
ican burn. The following remedial meas- 
ures are suggested: Limit the term of en- 
listment in the first enlistment to three 
years, reinlistment to five years, grant dis- 
charges on payment of certain sums, 
graded according to length of service; dis- 
charge men found to be incorrigibly bad 
without character,and thus their re- 
entry into the service; have a graded order 
of punishment for the guidance of courts- 
martial; secure a better class of non-com- 
missioned officers, and especially first ser- 
geants, by increasing their pay; make the 
arrest and punishment of deserters more 
certain than at present by increasing the 
reward.

The Bloody Battle of Borodino— 


Queen Elizabeth — Dr. 
Johnson — Leonard Euler,

Today recalls the climax of Napo# 
leon’s Russian madness, the terrible 
battle of Borodino, which was fought 
September 7, 1812. Before daybreak 


Napoleon was on the battlefield, ness 


the redoubt which had been gained on 
the evening of the 5th. At 7 oö, 
the combat broke out on the left. 


Prince Eugene carried the village or 


Borodino, but his too eager troops, in- 
stead of breaking down the bridge, 


crossed it and were crushed under the 


fire of the Russian artillery, placed om 
the heights of Gorki. The attack be- 


came general and furious, neither side 


taking time to maneuver. For the flirt 
time in bis career, Napoleon kept aloof 
from the battle, refusing the eager de- 


mands of his generals for reinforce- 


ments. “If thereis a second battle 
tomorrow, what troops sball I give it 
with?’ he replied to Berthier, who 
begged him to seud help to Murat and 
Ney. “It is not, when 800 leagues 
from home.“ he added, that oue 
risks his last resource.“ This 
was his constant reply. throughout the 
long and bloody day. The reserve ar- 
tillery, however, were at length or- 
dered to advance, and crowued the 
heights, which had been taken from 
the Russians. The enemy’s cavalry 
came to dash upon that insurmounta- 
ble obstacle; their infantry fell in 
dense files without withdrawing or 
breaking. For two hours the Russian 
reg ments remained exposed to this 
terrible fire. Marshal Ney at lass 
turned whut was left of this heroic 
corps, commanded by Prince Vagra- 
tion. The struggle — ceased 
in the plain. Prince Eugene used his 
utmost endeavor to take the great re- 
doubt, while another division sought 
in vain to force the old Moscow road. 
Toward night several Russian detach- 
ments threw up a rampart of dead 
bodies, and in the morning Gen. Kutu- 
zoft effected his retreat, leaving no sol- 
diers lagging behind, and the wounded 
who died on the way were religiously ~ 
buried. The battle of Borodino cost 
Napoleon 30.000 killed and 8 
including 10 generals and 39 general 
officers. 

QUEEN ELIZABETH, 
daughter of Henry VIII. and Anne 
Boleyn, was born September 7, 1533. 
She received a thorough education at 
the hands of Roger Ascham and 
otbers, and at the age of 17 was mis- 
tress of the Latin, French and Italian 
lunguages, besides being a good Greek 
scholar.

DR. SAMUEL Joumeon,

The history of mathematics presents 
no greater name than that of Leonard 
Euler, who was born at Basel, Switzer- 
land, in 1707. He studied under Ber- 
nouilli in that city, and in 1727 visited 
St. Petersburg, where, in 1733, he be- 
came professor of mathematics in: the 
new academy. Whilein this position 
he produced an immense number of 
mathematical treatises, which were re- 
markable alike for their originality 
and their profoundness of reasoning. ~ 
About 1741 he went to Berlin upon the 
invitation of Frederick the Great, to 
assist in the formation of the Berlin 
Academy, and remained there until 
1766. He received several prizes for 
his productions, and in 1755 was 
elected an associate of the Academy of 
Sciences in Paris. He wasthe author 
of agreat number of works besides 
those referred to: After sufferin 
from blindness for 16 years, he died 
September 7, 1783.
